The leading case, decided in 
1954, hid that natural gas pro- 
ducers who sell to interstate 
pipelines are subject to regu- 
lation by the Federal Power 
Commission.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 AP) 

Following is the tert of President Eisenhower's letter of 

transmittal sending his annual economic report to 
Congress: 


PRESENT herewith my eco- 
] nomic report, as required by 

Section. 3 (A) of the Em- 
ployment Act of 1946. In pre- 
paring this report, I have re- 
ceived the assistance and ad- 
vice of the Council of Econom- 
ic Advesers. I have alse had 
the advice of the heads of the 
executive departments and in- 
dependent agencies of the Gov- 
ernment. : 

I set forth below, in con- 
densed form, what I consider 
to be the major conclusions 
and recommendations of the 
report. 


THE ECONOMY IN 1957 

The past year was a pros- 
perous one, despite a decline 
in the closing months. Over 
65,000,000 people 
ployed, 300,000 more than in 
1956. The nation’s output of 
goods and services. totaled 
$434 billion, and personal in- 
come was $343 billion. Both 
were 5 per cent larger than 
in the preceding year. A con- 
siderable part of these in- 
creases, however, reflected 
higher prices. 

Jn the final quarter of the 
year, gross national product 
was about 1% per cent below 
the peak reached in the third 
quarter. Personal income after 
taxes declined one-half of 1 
per cent, and personal con- 
sumption expenditures some- 
what less. In December, how- 
ever, unemployment amounted 
to 5.2 per cent of the civilian 
labor force, compared with 4.3 
per cent in September.

January and February seem 
to be the months when “snif- 
fles’” and other minor maladies 
reach a peak, which means that 
the homemaker may have an 
added chore—that of feeding 
the convalescent. And a chore 
it may be indeed, since the 
most even-tempered child (or 
adult, for that matter) may lose 
his sunny disposition after a 
few days in bed. But take 
heart; there are ways in which 
to smooth the rocky road. 

If the patient is a youngster, 
remember that foods served in

Books, crayons, colored pen- 
cils and modeling clay are some 
of the best medns of keeping 
a bedridden youngster occu- 
pied between meals. Lots of 
rest is important, but if regu- 
lar naps are a problem don’t 
force the issue.

The fewer things on the 
tray, the less chance of an ac- 
cident. If several things are 
to be served at once, some- 
times it is possible to combine 
them in one dish or serve them 
all on one plate. For example, 
at breakfast time instead of 
serving soft boiled egg in one 
dish, toast and bacon on a sep- 
arate plate, the child will be 
delighted with “Eggs in a 
Scramble.” Simply scoop the 
ege out of its shell into a 
Small bowl, break or slice but- 
tered toast into small pieces, 
crumble a slice or two of crisp 
bacon, and stir all together. 
Start breakfast with a whole 
orange or sections to be eaten 
out of hand, instead of orange 
juice, thus avoiding the possi- 


Recipes for foods which, may 
tempt an adult or child who 
is ill or convalescing are in- 
cluded in this section. It would, 
of course, be most unwise to 
attempt to prescribe any diet; 
the physician in charge is the 
one to do this, and his instruc- 
tions should be followed in 
every detail. 

For certain conditions the 
doctor may prescribe a liquid 
diet, since it is generally re- 
garded as the easiest to digest, 
is soothing, and relieves the 
sensation of hunger and thirst. 
Liquids usually are given in 
rather small amounts at inter- 
vals of several hours. 

Or the physician in charge 
may recommend a “soft” or 
semi-solid, or a “light” diet. 

It cannot be stressed too 
strongly ‘that the doctor is the 
only one who should prescribe 
just what foods should be 
eaten, and if he does suggest 
a liquid, soft or light diet it is 
wise to check exactly what 
items should be included. 

The following lists are given 
merely as general guides, sub- 
ject to the approval of the at- 
tending physician, as he will 
take into consideration any in-

Gas Seeks a Combine 

The natural gas lobby is busily cooking up a 
deal for itself in Congress. 

This deal is to rescue, with the help of the 
coal industry and the pipelines, the same kind 
of gas legislation which was vetoed by President 
Truman on principle in 1952, was vetoed by 
President Eisenhower on grounds of improper 
lobbying in 1956, and failed to get to a House 
vote last year. 

Still the gas bill remains very much alive, and 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, ever alert to what oil 
and gas mean to Texas, thinks the measure will 
pass this year. Unfortunately the Eisenhower 
Administration seems in favor of it. 

The purpose of the bill, as always, is to free 
gas producers from rate regulation by the 
Federal Power Commission. Thus freed, op- 
ponents think, gas prices for housewives and 
industries would go up by $700,000,000 or more 
—just how much is anybody’s gueés. Anyway, 
the lid would be off. Senator Wiley of Wiscon- 
sin terms the bill “the most inflationary single 
measure conceivable.” 

Since the gas grab has always been defeated, 
one way or another, the oil and gas lobby this 
year seeks new allies. It has approached its old 
opponent, the coal industry, with a proposition. 
The deal is that the bill would be amended to 
prohibit transmission companies from dumping 
gas at cut-rate prices during the slack summer 
months. 

This is intended to protect the coal industry 
against ruinous dumping gas in industrial 
areas where coal is used, such as steel, power 
and aluminum manufacturing. While coal would 
get a measure of protection, it would in return 
help to raise the rates of a competitive industry 
at the public expense. 

At the same time, the gas lobby is wooing the 
pipeline companies which have favored utility- 
type regulation, because they would have to pass 
on unregulated higher prices to their customers. 
A recent federal court decision affecting a Mem- 
phis company ruled that pipelines cannot collect 
price increases until these are approved by the 
FPC. The bait held out to the pipelines now is 
an amendment permitting them to collect in- 
creases, subject to approval later. 

The deals and maneuvers, if successful, may 
be enough to assure House passage of the gas 
bill. And they demonstrate the power of or- 
ganized producer groups who know what they 
want and can combine to go after it in Congress. 

But what of the consumer? There are some 
40 million gas customers in this country. For 
their defense against inflated prices, they must 
rely first.on the efforts of the mayor’s commit- 
tee representing 64 cities, including St. Louis. 
But most of all they must rely upon themselves. 

Consumers outnumber special interest groups, 
and it would be dangerous for most members of 
Congress to ignore them. But to win the next 
round of the gas fight, consumers will have to 
make themselves heard in the Capitol. 
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Better Food at the Airport 

A hearty amen and several hallelujahs are 
due the Municipal Airport Commission for its 
effort to improve the food at the airport ter- 
minal building. Howard S. Baer puts the case 
mildly when he describes the food there as 
“consistently mediocre and lacking in taste ap- 
peal.” It not only lacks taste appeal; it tastes 
terrible. Until the quality of the bill of fare is 
brought up to the level of the architectural de- 
sign which distinguishes the terminal, the com- 
mission and the public, on behalf of their af- 
fronted taste buds, have a right to complain. 
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O’Malley Makes a Bargain 

It looked for a while as if Walter O'Malley, 
erstwhile of Brooklyn, had become the big bum 
of the National League; but now he is again 
biggest of the Bums. He had palavered his Bums 
out of a profitable baseball park in Brooklyn to 
dip into the most golden section of the golden 
West, Los Angeles. This meant a stiff increase 
in the travel item in the expense accounts of 
the other teams, but what was that compared 
with all that gold? 

Then the gold threatened to turn into dross. 
O'Malley was finding it as hard to mine the 
wealth of California with a baseball team as 
some prospectors found it difficult to extract 
with axe and pan. It looked as if he might not 
be able to get a ballpark large enough to make 
transcontinental team trips very interesting. But 
O'Malley the Talker has talked himself out of 
trouble. 

The Los Angeles Coliseum commission has 
been persuaded to let him use its 101,000-seat 
stadium for a guarantee of $200,000 a year, and 
O’Malley is now planning to tie or surpass the 
attendance records of the Milwaukee Braves. 
He already has surpassed the Braves in dealing 
with the landlord. The latest word is that the 
Braves will be paying $400,000 in rent at County 
Stadium, and Milwaukee county need not cut 
its rates to other tenants. 

Los Angeles, however, is reducing by 50 per 
cent its charge to the University of Southern 
California, U.C.L.A. and the Los Angeles Rams. 
As old tenants, they demanded as good a deal 
as that given to the new renter. Those foot- 
ballers probably have become the hard core of 
support for the Los Angeles Bums. 
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A Decision to Be Upset 

The Missouri Supreme Court has declined to 
rehear the important case in which it knocked 
out the foundations of sound utility rate regu- 
lation in this state. 

Unless the court’s decision is upset, either in 
the United States Supreme Court or by an act 
of the Missouri Legislature, the cost of elec- 
tricity, gas, water and public transit in the 
state is almost sure to rise to new heights. 

The State Supreme Court has ordered the 
Missouri Public Service Commission to change 
the formula on which it sets rates. In the 
past the Commission followed a simple, definite, 
calculable, concrete and reasonable method of 
determining the investment to which a fair rate 
of return was applied. It measured investment 
by the original cost of the property less cash 
set aside over the years as depreciation. 

The Missouri Court now reaffirms that the 
Public Service Commission must consider not 
only the original cost of utility property but its 
present or inflated cost as well. The difficulty 
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ings are inadequate in a time of skyroc 
enrollments. 

First problem today, as it has been for a 
generation, is lack of a salary scale that will 
keep outstanding faculty men at Columbia. 
Some able teachers do remain, but it is because 
they prefer Missouri as a place. to live, not be- 
cause they could not do better financially else- 
where. When well over 10 per cent of the full-time 
academic staff leaves in a year—and that is the 


No wonder 1957 saw scores and scores of 
faculty members quit Missouri for better-paying 
institutions—including other state universities. 
For this lamentable condition leads to the con- 
clusion that Missouri not only does not care 
about its present faculty, but is content to go 
on forever serving as a recruiting ground for 
other universities. 

When an outstanding faculty member goes 
elsewhere because he sees little prospect for 
improvement at Missouri his prospective suc- 
cessor may be offered a salary so low that fre- 
quently the university must take its fourth or 
fifth or sixth choice rather than first or second.. 
What this means in building a faculty is all too 
evident. 

The blunt fact is that Missouri has had a 
niggardly policy with respect @ public higher 
education. Missouri stands relatively *high— 


eighteenth among the 48 states—fn ability to 
support higher education. Yet it is ost at 
the bottom—forty-second—in per ca state 


appropriations for that purpose. 
Is Missouri content to let this record stand 
unchanged? That is unthinkable. 
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A Senator for the People 

Senator Matthew Mansfield Neely of West 
Virginia died at 83 as rambunctious a liberal 
as when, in his undergraduate days, he burned 
the president of West Virginia University in 
effigy for being “too. reactionary.” The 50 
years he spent in public life were years of 
solid service because to him politics was people 
~—the coal miner, the railroad man, the elderly 
widow, the man out of a job. 

As mayor of Fairmont, W.Va., as United States 
Representative, Governor of West Virginia and 
United States Senator, Mr. Neely fought to make 
government mean more in the lives of most 
individuals: He was working for old age pen- 
sions and protections for organized labor even 
before the New Deal. 

Senator Neely suffered repeated reverses at 
the polis in his long public career but he always 
came back. Now his seat may be taken by a 
Republican, since Gov. Cecil H. Underwood, 
who will appoint his successor, belongs to the 
G.O.P. But it will not be an easy thing to replace 
Senator Neely in terms of indomitable spirit, 
humanitarianism and dedication to the common 
welfare. 
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Gen. Twining’s Testimony 

Gen. Nathan Twining evidently meant to re- 
assure the country about its defenses and to re- 
duce criticism of defense policy in his state- 
ments to the Senate Preparedness subcommittee. 

The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff did 
provide a measure of reassurance, but it is too 
late to stifle concern in the Senate or elsewhere 
about the direction of our defense effort. 

Gen. Twining reproved the Senators for invit- 
ing military witnesses to express opinions con- 
trary to policies fixed by the President. But 
how else could the Senate get expert opinion 
than by inviting generals and admirals to testify 
frankly? 

The General also warned against “the most 
dangerous misapprehension” that the country’s 
military power is inferior to Russia's. It is 
good to hear the nation’s chief military officer 
express confidence in our current preparedness. 
Simply because of the Sputniks, the United 
States has not suddenly been dropped into the 
military doldrums. 

As Gen. Twining said, the misapprehension 
of weakness might increase the risks of war. And 
the same misapprehension can be used as an 
excuse for avoiding negotiations for peace. If 
the old rule of negotiating from a position of 
strength is to be heeded, the fact is that the 
United States is in a sound position to negotiate 
right now. 

But most Americans, we think, are not so con- 
cerned about the present military position as 
about what it may. be in the future. The Senate 
has gathered strong evidence that the United 
States is involved in a handicap race for new 
weapons with Russia ahead in the development 
of missiles. The grave problem is how to re- 
gain the lost lead. That requires continued and 
determined effort by the Senate committee.

This regrettable situation should 
make a good many people unhappy. 
For instance, Edward Cavins, editor 
and manager of the Caseyville-O’Fallon 
News, has been trying valiantly to 
stir up some support for the idea of 
saving Parks Metropolitan Airport. 


Mr. Cavins argues that communities 
need small airports in these modern 
—. that there always is the pos- 
sibility of deriving income from such 


airports as auxiliary landing spaces 
for already over-crowded metropolitan 
airports such as St. Louis’s Lambert 
Field. 

The argument has merit, from an 
idealistic viewpoint if nothing else.

St. Louis officially just hasn't gone 
for the idea, using mainly as an ex- 
cuse the fear of excessive Illinois taxa- 
tion once the lease is signed. L[linois 
assurances to the contrary have gone 
unheeded as have engineers’ recom- 
mendations to St. Louis that the met- 
ropolitan area needs a second major 
airport on the Illinois side. 


And so, that’s the story. 


Without St. Louis’s collaboration, 
East St. Louis or any other munic- 
ipality in this area feasibly cannot af- 
ford Parks Airport. What East St. 
Louis needs is more industrial tax- 
revenue property. She cannot afford 
to take on added expense without 
added revenue. 

We, too, regret the loss of Parks 
Metropolitan Airport. We agree that 
this community needs an airport. We 
agree that it is a crying shame that 
the area cannot afford one. 


And, as always, we regret more 
than anything else St Louis’s official 
attitude. That attitude only thinly 
veils the basic refusal to collaborate 
with this side of the river, even at 
the expense of air travelers who must 
continue to sweat out almost an hour's 
journey to and from downtown St. 
Louis and Lambert Field.

PURELY ACADEMIC, by Stringfellow 
Barr. (Simon and Schuster, 304 pgs, 
$3.95.) 

_In our Sputnik fright, serious ques- 

tions are being raised concerning the 
adequacy of our educational system, 
especially at the college and univer 
sity level. In our doubt and un- 
easiness, the words of college pres- 
idents, past or present, take on special 
significance. 

Two decades ago Stringfellow Barr 
was one of an educational reformers 
group which included Robert Hutch- 
ins of Chicago. Barr was elected 
president at St. John’s College, An- 
napolis, in 1937 with broad authority 
to create an academic system out of 
which would come better educated 
men. The St. John's program repre- 
sented in a real way the aspirations of 
the idealists, many of whom still com- 
mand attention. What do these edu- 
cationists think about colleges, the 
students, the faculty, the board of 
trustees, the ad- 
ministrators and 
administ ratio n? 
Barr has given his 
answers in a novel 
called “Purely Aca- 
demic.” It is to 
be hoped that Barr 
is no longer a 
spokesman. 

According to the 
plot, Pompton as 
the president of a 
small, private Mid- 
western college was 
engaged in the nor- 
mal functions of 
fund-raising, foun- 
dation-wooing and faculty manipula- 
tion.

Carl Sandburg counseled the 
American people here last 
night to show more “dedica- 
tion and awareness” in the 
face of Russia’s Sputnik chal- 
lenge, and lashed out fiercely 
at pride, complacent prosperity 


and excessive devotion to 
motion pictures, radio and 
television. 


The 80-year-old poet and bio- 


grapher of Abraham Lincoln 
got a standing ovation from an 
audience of 1800 persons that | 
filled Shaare Emeth Temple | 
auditorium, 6830 Delmar bou- | 
levard, University City.

“Yet 
that army went out and won | 
battles—barefoot men.” 

Sandburg said Lincoln’s ut- 
terances in Civil War time of | 
passion and prejudice had’ 
stood up well, and so had those 
of Robert E. Lee. In such times, 
he said, some men have shown 
awareness of and dedication to 
the national heritage, while 
others have been egotistical 
and blind. 

“We overdid our pride. We 
failed to have proper reports 
out of Russia on what she 
was doing,” Sandburg said of 
the Sputnik rivalry. He cri- 
ticized President Eisenhower 
in connection with the Oppen- 
heimer atomic security case, 
and denounced McCarthyism. 

There have been “incon-| 
ceivable shames and outrages” 
in the United States in the 
twentieth century, Sandburg | 
said, but he advised young lis- 
teners that, barring nuclear 
war, they could expect to “be | 
part of the greatest era known 
to mankind, culturally.” | 


‘Fat-Dripping Prosperity.’ 


“Of course, you've got to 
watch out for the fat-dripping 
prosperity we know now,” he 
added in warning. 

At that point, Sandburg 
launched into a partly humor- 
ous and partly savage disser- 
tation on motion pictures, 
radio ‘and television. He said 
people were “cinema-soaked” 
and drugged by cheap com- 
mercial appeals, robbed of 
time for productive thinking. 

“You ain't living unless you 


got this or this—dese, dose, 
and dem,” he said. 
Sandburg said he would 


gladly admit some programs 
were worthwhile, but the 
spending of too much time’ in 
submissive attention to the 
new media deprived young 
people of time they could 
spend better with books or in 
contemplation. 

“Shakespeare, Milton, Spi- 
noza, Franklin, Jefferson, Lin- 
coln—,” the white-haired Illi- 
nois poet said, “not one of 
them ever saw a television 
performance. They had friends, | 
books and creative solitude 
They were not afraid of lone- 
liness.”’ 


Poets ‘Ain’t Doing So Good.’ | 


Discussing modern poets, 
Sandburg said in his opinion 
they “ain’t doing so good.” A 
large segment of poets are 
organized into cults and move- | 
ments, he said, such as the | 
so-called “new criticism.” He 
said a poet who wrote an un- 
derstandable line was at a 
disadvantage. 

The first song Sandburg of- | 
fered after be picked up his 
guitar was “You've Got to Be 
Carefully Taught.” from the 
Rodgers -Hammerstein Broad- 
way musical, “South Pacific.” 
The song expresses the view- 
point that children do not in- 
stinctively dislike people of a 
different race or physiognomy, | 
but must be taught to do so 
by their elders. 

“I think they ought to open 
the schools of a morning in 


Little Rock with that song.” 
Sandburg said. He was intro- 
duced by Louis L. Horen of 


the Temple Men’s Club, which 
sponsored the appearance.

AS ONE WHO HAS BEEN CONCERNED for some time 
now, off and on, with the state of “Society” in America, 
we were glad to get together the other day with Cleveland 
Amory, & man who speaks with authority on the subject.

well established. 

It has been even more 
firmly established with 
articles on the various 
faceta of American and 
international society in 
half a dozen magazines 
and now, to sort of pin 
the whole thing down, he 
is at work on an exhaus- 
tive study to be called “Who Killed Society?” It is sub- 
titled, “From THE Mrs. Astor to Bessie Wallis Warfield 
Spencer Simpson Windsor,” which promises to be the last 
word. Figuratively speaking, that is.

We managed te corner Amory for a few min- 
utes at the St. Louis Women’s Club, where he 
appeared in his current lecture tour, and the ques- 
tion naturally arose, “who did kill society?” 
Amory isn’t quite sure yet, but he has some clues, 
and he’s working on it. One thing he has found 
out it that it isn’t as dead out here in the Middle 
West as it is in New York. 


It's a funny thing,” he said, “but this part of the 
country used to get its social balance from the East. Now 
the East can look to the Middle West. 

“It all depends, too, on your interpretation of the word 
‘society.’ I find it interpreted 48 different ways in 48 states, 
"t's curious that a word that once meant something is now 
0 hard to define. It was defined 50 years ago by Ward 
McAllister, who called it ‘the Four Hundred.’ That was 
how many people Mrs. Astor’s ballroom would hold. 

“Mike Todd raised the number to 18,000 with just 
one party. I went to that party. Somebody asked me what 
I was doing there. I said I was working on a book called 
‘Who Killed Society?’ and this looked like a fertile field 
for research. But Mike Todd learned that by asking 18,000 
people to a party, you offend more people than Ward 
McAllister did with his limit of 400. You offend every- 
body.” 


AMORY’S CONSIDERED OPINION is that society in 
this country has become a joke. The question is, he says, 
on whom? Then does Amory, who comes of a proper 
Boston family himself, deplore its decline? 

“Deplore it? No, I ‘don’t think I deplore anything. I 
just throw the book at it an' see what comes to the top. .- 
But I think that society did serve some purpose at one 
time in establishing standards of behavior and attitudes. 
But not any more. 

“New York lives in a strange publicity world, and 
they ought to get out and take a look at the rest of the 
country. Society in New York seems to be manufactured 
by a few columnists, whom I call the snob-goblins of little 
minds.” , 

Amory has some strong opinions about “the inter- 
national set,”’ as typified by such people as Elsa Maxwell. 
“I feel very strongly about these people abroad,” he said, 
“because they've come to symbolize Americans abroad. 
The society people who went abroad in the old days had 
manners and standards of behavior.

By this time Uncle Sam should have mailed you a copy 
of the same type of form that you used last year. If he 
didn’t, or if you are paying income tax for the first time, 
you can get the forms and instructions sheets from your 
local bank or post office, or from any Internal Revenue 
Service office. 

Actually, the tax laws provide numerous ways in which 
you can reduce the Government’s annual bite. The tax col- 


lectors insist they want only what’s due, and not a cent 
more.

If you dre under age 65 and had an income of

THIS INFORMATION will come to you on form W2, 
and a copy (copy B) of this form must be attached to your 
return when you file it. 

There have been no major changes in the tax laws 
since last year. There has been only one major change in 
the form 1040—the addition of a line on the first page for 
the listing of travel and reimbursed expenses, etc. How- 
ever, after the forms were printed, the Internal Revenue 
Service decided that the public hadn’t been given enough 
warning of the details involved, so it ruled that you are not 
required to use the new line. A later article will explain 
this new line. 


In addition to filing an income tax return for 
money earned in 1957, many taxpayers will have 
to file a declaration of estimated income and tax 
for money to be earned in 1958. 


This is designed primarily for self-employed persons, 
‘but it also applies to other taxpayers who will have income 
during the year that will not be subject to the withholding 
tax. 


THE DECLARATION includes the amount of any such 
{income and the amount of tax that must be paid on it. Then 
the taxpayer must make quarterly payments to IRS to cover 
the difference between the estimated total tax due and the 
amount paid through withholdings. 

The idea is to keep taxpayers on a pay-as-you-go basis.

he complained to me that my 
dossier in Moscow was com- 
pletely empty, and told me to 
come up with some informa- 
tion about Thomas E. Dewey 
and Earl Warren.

rotkov, this clearly cast 
doubt on all the accusations 
against me.
